SUMMARY: NORTH VIETNAM HAS AGREED TO RECEIVE VISIT BY 
JAPANESE FONOFF DELEGATION DURING APRIL. END SUMMARY. 

1. AT PRESS BRIEFING MARCH 15. FONMIN OHIRA REPORTED 

THAT NORTH VIETNAMESE HAD INFORMED JAPANESE AMBASSADOR IN 
PARIS THAT DAY OF ITS WILLINGNESS TO RECEIVE VISIT BY OFFICIAL 
DELEGATION FROM JAPANESE FONOFF. NORTH VIETNAMESE ASKED THAT 
VISIT TAKE PLACE IN APRIL, AND IT WAS AGREED TO SEND DATES 
THROUGH FURTHER CONSULTATIONS. DELEGATION WILL BE LED BY 
FONFOFF FIRST SOUTHEAST ASIA DIV CHIEF MIYAKE. 

2. FIRST SOUTHEAST ASIA DIV DEPUTY CHIEF ( HANABUSA) TOLD 
EMBOFF THAT MIYAKE WOULD BE ACCOMPANIED BY FIRST SOUTHEAST 
ASIA DIV' S VIETNAMESE AFFAIRS SPECIALIST INOUE AND BY YOUNG, 
FRENCH SPEAKING OFFICER FROM FONOFF S ECONOMIC COOPERATION 
BUREAU. IT EXPECTED VISIT WILL LAST ABOUT ONE WEEK.
